Meafures  be  taken  to  aflemble  a  Convention  within  the  lame,  for  the  Purpofe 
of  deliberating  and  determining  on  the  faid  Conftitution  ; 

*  Refolved  iwanhnoiijly,  That  it  be  recommended  to  ibch  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  State  as  are  entitled  to  vote  for  Reprcfentatives  in  General  Aflembly,  t;> 
meet  in  their  Counties  on  the  fourth  Tuefday  in  November  next,  at  the  fe- 
veral Places  fixed  by  Law  for  holding  the  annual  Elections,  to  choofe  three 
fuitable  Perfons  to  fervc  as  Delegates  from  each  County  in  a  State  Convention, 
for  the  Purpofes  herein  before  mentioned,  and  that  the  lame  be  conducted 
agreeably  to  the  Mode,  and  conformably  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
prescribed  for  conducting  fuch  Elections.
